occasion. At times the General ordered 
the doors closed while he rested, but after 
a brief interval, he was "up and at 'em

ith a cigar in his mouth, continuallv he 
puffed away, apologizing to the ladies for 
ao doing, but taking a fresh one every few 
minutes, until, about 11 o'clock, there came 
auch a rush of crinoline that he, for* the 
time being, left off the practice. It was 
suggested that it would be a good idea for 
him to change hands occasionally, to which 
he replied that he wanted "to keep one 
hanu t° r future use.'' In response to a 
query a.'K>ut his speaking at the Cooper In-

and yet a very ordinary one, transpired 
duriug the levee. The door wus opened 
aud a soldier, supported on two crutches, 
approached the group that had encircled 
Gen. Grant, who was seated on a chair. 
His face was very pale and evidently suf- 
fering with pain. The soldier halted, when 
the General, noticing him. rose and, taking 
him by the hand, said: "You were iu the 
army?'' "Yes, General," replied he, "I 

was in the th battery and was wounded 

at Petersburg. I can't get a discharge nor 
a furlough. I want to go home, ami I 
should very much like a furlough for six.iv 
days." "Well, we'll give you one. Col. 
Parker just take this man's name and case, 
make out a furlough for sixty daysanM 
give it to him." The p'H>r soldiers who had 
approached the group unaided by any one, 
who had stood waiting patiently uuiil the 
General was comparatively at leisure, who 
had Iteen in no wa}' recognized by auy of 
the crowd, was at once surrounded by the 
p. ople; one offered him a chair, another 
some water, one asked him his name and 
another his atory- so that he had quite a 
plea-ant call, much pleasunter in fact than 
he would have had had the General not in- 
itiated his kind treatment.

Having endured this sort of thing about 
as along as it was possible, the Genera) 
went out on the balcony aud bowed his re- 
gards to the crowd, after which he took a 
ride up Broadway. On his return a dinner 
for about thirty was laid in a private room 
at the Astor Hou-e, at w hich Mr. Grinnell 
and Mr. Oreelev made short speeches. 
• ieneral tirant, however, was not then, nor 
at any time, beguiled into speech-making. 
After dinner he took a second drive, visited 
the rooms of the Union League Club, and 
in the evening attended the meeting at the 
Cooper Institute, finally concluding the 
day's work with a serenade, when he was 
again compelled to show himself at the 
window. 

I'riure V. poleou on American iflalrs and 
the l-oreigii Policy of France. 

PtteSS Napolt oo has delivered a remark- 
able address at Ajaocio, which embodied 
not onlv an historical sketch of the career 
of Nap ileon I, but a political comiueutare 
applicable to the circumstances of the pres- 
ent day. An important question touched 
upon by the Prince was that of foreign p >1- 
icy. On this he said: 

"< >ne of the most salient )>oints of the em- 
pire is its foreign policy. The expansion of 
France prior to the empire, and which the 
republic had bequeathed to it, was one o! 
the chief characters of the revolution. Im 
perial rellectiou shows that it is far less the 
spirit of aggression of the republic or the 
ambition of the empire to winch one ought 
t > refer this than the hatted of Europe, and 
show all the inexorable logic of facts. Th 
< Mil World and the New found themselve- 
face to face; a struggle was incviiahl, ; 
throughout hL-tory has progress even heei. 
attained without the sanction of force? Whai 
great progress has ever been effected with- 
out also, unhappily, being stained with 
blood? The establishment of the Roman 
world, its fall, Christianity, the Pounder ol 
which voluntarily s ed his blood on tin 
cross and, iu our own times; the establish- 
ment of reform, the emancipation of Amer- 
ica, and now the abolition of slavery in the 
New World are all cases in point. HOW 
could the French Revolution, which was 
not only for France but for huinaniiy, which 
was the definite end of the middle age and 
iii feudality, be established without the con- 
tinuing sacritice of human blood?"' 

Prince Napoleon showed that his uncle 
had always been in favor of Italian unity 
He wished to re-create Italy, to unite U- 
several States into one indeiamdent State, 
with Koine for its capital. He had, how- 
ever, many obstacles to overcome, and he 
had said that he required twenty years to 
re-establish the Italian nation. ' Three 
things were oppi»sed to his di/sign— I he pos- 
ses-ionsof foreign powers, local feeling 
aud the Pop -'s residence at Pome; ami the 
Prince pointed out how these three obsta- 
cles were successively overcome, until "all 
was ready to create the great Italian coun- 
try.'' 

The Prince next proceeded to demonstrate 
that a great many considerations, political 
aud commercial, decided Napoleon "to 
make the friendship of the United Stales 
an axiom of his po icy." To do this he ap- 
pealed to their generous sentiments by go- 
ing iuto mourning for Washington, and by 
ceding to them, or selling them, Louisiana 
im eighty millions of francs. The Prince 
at the -same time pointed out that Napoleon 
said he foresaw that France would be enn- 
ttelled to abaudou her colonies iu the At- 
lantic, and he drew attention to the singu- 
lar circumstance that one of the Minister- 
who signed the treaty of cession was Mr. 
Monroe, the author of the famous doctriue 
that the governments of Euro|>e must hold 
no possessions iu North America. The 
Pi iuce went on to say: "Let us ardently 
desire the | >a ■ific.atiou of the American 
Union, aud not suffer ourselves to be influ- 
enced by those fallacious arguments which 
would transform the character of a revolt 
condemned by right, by reason, and by in- 
terests, supported with courage, but which 
is only the unjustifiable effort of an aris- 
tocracy of some few thousands of slave- 
holders against the constitution, the most 
liberal and the most respected power of any 
power in the world." 

Freedom of Speech. 
John Mitchell, during thfl war the writer 
of the most bloodthirsty ai tides published 
by the Richmond pre.-s— at first connected 
with the Enquirer, aud afterward with the 
Examiner — in Ikhh exerting all his skill 
and power, as a journalist, to ridicule the 
"Yankees," and excite against all who 
fought for the Union the undying hatred of- 
the Southern people — John Mitchell, who 
long ago signed for a Southern plantation, 
well stocked with fat negroes, aud who hur- 
ried from France to give all the aid iu his 
power to the Southern Confederacy, and 
put his sons in her armies, where one of 
them, at least, was killed — this individual 
has made his appearance in New York, and 
has already a comfortable situation on one 
of the New York dailies, viz: the N. u -. 
This seems to In about as strong a case of 
personal liberty and fieedom of the press 
as the most exacting advocateof the largest 
license could desire. The vew York Post 
says it is all well, »ud strongly urges the 
fullest enjovmeut of the right of saying 
what we please. The traitors being whip- 
ped, let them talk. But (and here is the 
point;, this beautiful and precious thing of 
bl>erty of speech and person aud the press, 
must not be confiDed exclusively to one 
gectiou of the country. If traitors are to be 
heard iu the North, the Abolitionists must 
be heard in the South. If sheets are free to 
publish treason in New York, other sheets 
must be equally free to publish abolition- 
ism in Charleston. The Post pertinently 
says: 

"Mr. Wendell Phillips and other promi- 
nent men in the tree States are -much 
alarmed at the political prospect in the 
South, and do not hesitate to express their 
fears. They assert that without universal 



safe— and we agree with them that equal 
rights for all men before the law is the only 
security for us nil. But their arguments, 
however sound aud able they may be, do 
not have the effect thev ought to have, l>e- 
cause they are delivered in the wrong place, 
aud to the wrong people. These gentlemen 
speak in Boston— but they ought to speak 
iu New Orleans. They write in New York — 
but they ought to write in Charleston, cr 
Mobile, or Richmond. They lecture in New 
England towns and villages— but their elo- 
quence would find as ready listeners, and 
meet with far greater success, if they would 
address the Southern people in their homes. 

"It was a great mistake that we ever gave 
up the right of free speech aud free discus- 
sion iu the South — but it will be a still 
greater mistake if we do not, at once, re- 
sume it. The tyranny over opinion which 
the sla.eholders so long exercised in the 
Southern Slates, forced Northern men into 
a habit of saying that in the free States 
w hich they were not permitted to say in the 
South. That is a habit we must get rid of 
as quickly as possible — aud just now is a 
favorable opportunity to assert the right of 
free discussion in every Southern State." 

This is good doctrine. Freedom of speech 
in and throughout the South means the ab- 
olition of slavery, for slavery could never 
bear the light. We will be called upon to 
observe wnetber th - class of politicians 
who, iu the North, during the war, were 
the most demonstrative in the advocacy of 
the largest liberty of speech, will distin- 
guish themselves by zeal iu asserting and 
maintaining tue proposed application of 
their doctrine to the South. 

Women's Kights in the Ea-t. 

In the last number of the Athemeum, of 
London, we find the following eketch of the 
position oc< •upied by women in Mohamme- 
dan country: 

Let us look, in fancy, upon a Moslem ha- 
reein, such as may be found in a thousand 
cities of Egypt, Persia, and India. In Is- 
lam, the law, being religious, takes note of 
a thousand trifles which, in England, being 
pagan, it leaves alone. That hareem life, 
which so many of us fancy to be wholly 
.awi-'is — a thing of eunuchs, poison, bow- 
strings and abominations — is found, on 
opening the law-books, to be controlled by 
a host of regulations, nearly all of them 
contrived for the protection ol women's 
rights. Some of us dream that a hareem is 
a jail, an Oriental wife a slave. A little ac- 
quaintance with Mohammedan law would 
cause the sticklers for woman's rights to 
opM their eyts rather wide. Is the British 
female beiti r off than her sister of Egypt or 
Bengal ? Is she more tenderly considered 
hy tue legislator and the judge? Has she 
more freedom to dispose of herself, and ol 
Ler property? Blackstone wrote a sorry 
paragranh ou this point, which has been it 
joke to turee generations of Tetnplers. The 
Commentarii I of Sir William are a good 
answer to his droll c nnplimeut. 

Iu one short chapter of a dozen pages 
Blackstone expounds the legal relations of 
au English husband and an English wife; 
while in the Hidayah, whii h may be lO Q SS 
ly tk-M-ribed as the Moslem Blacksbme, the 
chapters ou the home relatious of an Orien- 
tal husli.md and wife are long enough to 
till a large volume. The English code may 
be brielly. and not untruly, said to explain 
that, unless a woman is specially protected 
by legal settlement, marriage makes her a 
slave— in some respects worse than a slave, 
sine it extinguishes all her individual 
rights, and transfers her person and her 
property to the man she weds, to abuse and 
squander as may seem good in his e3*t-: 
aud it does all this so thoroughly, that even 
-hould the ill used lady procure a divorc 
from h.-r brutal husband, on account o! 
cruelty, deseitioii, and adultery combined, 
she might have to retire, a cripple and a 
pafeper, from a house to whicn she had 
.- uiie youthful, beautiful and rich. Noth- 
ing of this kind could occur in a Mussul 
man country. All the domestic relation- 
marriage, tosterage, repudiation, slavery, 
parentage, and maintenance— are, in Islam, 
governed by rules of law. 

.Iu-t as iu England sine? the reign ofWi - 
liam the Fourth, a Moslem marriage is H 
civil affair only; requiring no mollah, and 
no religious rite; a contract which may be 
dissolved by a civil process. It is a fre. 
partnership, for mutual comfort and enjoy- 
ment between man aud woman. But, un- 
like the English ceremony, it confers no 
right on the man over the woman's prop- 
erty. The Mohammedan lady retains her 
teparate individuality in her married state. 
She is not placed in the position of a /eSM 
ctrv< rt; but remains au independent and re- 
sponsible being, with the same power of re- 
ceiving and disposing of UtopSttr which 
sir- enjoyed in her spinsterboo..-. She may 
sue and DO sued without the concurrence of 
her husband, and without having recourse 
to our English fiction of a nearest friend. 
She may receive a pension. She can sign 
» bond. She might execute a trust. 

It is true that, in a Mohammedan coui> 
try, a woman may be divorced for a tri- 
lling cause, perhaps for no cause beyond 
i he w him of a husband tired of her tempei 
or satiated with her charms. Yet divorce is 
h-ss common iu Islam than would be imag- 
ined from the ease with which it may be el- 
fected. The record is not kept with auy 
care, but we have heard it said in Cairo 
that linal separation between mau and wife 
is rarer in that city than iu Berlin, and un- 
der our uew Divorce t'ourt.than in London. 

Human nature, according to the opinion 
of an English widow who married a Beda- 
ween sheikh — is pretty much the same in 
all countries; and few men care to separate 
from the love of their you! n, the mother ol 
their children, unless for such crimes 
against the marriage bond as would part 
ihe English husband from his English 
wife. But, besides the bulwark of early 
love and acquired habits, a Moslem lady is 
protected against her husband's caprice, by 
a very formidable bond. Few Orientals! an 
afford to divorce their wives under any at- 
tainable difference of tempt- rament'or tem- 
perature. Every wife is dowered. t_m a 
wife being repudidated by her husband, 
her dower must la- paid. It is always re- 
latively to the husband's means, a consider- 
able sum; aud thus polygamy and divorce, 
though the law permits them, are practi- 
cally conrtued to those richer classes, who, 
in every country of East or West, contrive 
to evade the stricter moral rules. The hus- 
band, too, is bound to maintain his wife ac- 
cording to her rank; and so sternly is this 
part of the bridal compact enforced against 
i careless husband, that the husband, if a 
slave, may la? sold for money ou which the 
wife may live. 

The Enueish .Slave Trade.— I find, in 
a quiet corner of a I/indon paper, some sta- 
tistics of the English slave trade, in the 
modified form in which it has been carritd 
m for the last tweuty years. It is general- 
y supposed in England that when a cargo 
>f negroes is captured from some slaver, on 
the coast of Africa, the emancipated slaves 
are provided with a suit of clothes apiece, a 
Bible, some titfbts, a dozen of Bass' pale 
ale. and a live-pound Bank of England 
note, aud set ashore on the coast of Ashan- 
teo or Dahomey to enjoy their freedom. It 
appears, however, that the emancipated ne- 
groes, instead of beiug set ashore iu this 
fashion, are conveyed to St. Helena, and 
thence shipped in assorted cargoes as emi- 
grants or apprentices to various English 
colonies in the tropics In this way, since 
1843, Jamaica has received ls.fKX); Trinidad, 
40,000; British Guiaua, 9t),0O0; Mauritius, 
:m,500. About five in a hundred finally 
leave for somewhere, aud are supposed to 
la? engaged in the work of African civiliza- 
tion. The officers and crews of the African 
sqiuulrouare stimulated by large bounties, 
paid by the British Government, to lake as 
many of these negroes as possible, and it 
has occurred to us that it is just possib.e 
that a few cargoes may be shipped from the 
coast just for the purpose of supplying ships 
with prize money, and sugar planters with 
labor. The English are a very philanthro- 
pic people, and would not willingly force 
anybody, white or black, to work more 
than was necessary to a good digestion; but, 
at the same time, they want cotton, sugar, 
coffee, and some other products.— [Times' 



Governor Bramlette at Lebanon. 

A very large audience assembled at one 
o'clock this afternoon, in the Court House, 
to listen toaspeech from Gov. Bramlette, who 
happened iu our place as a witness in court. 
His speech fully sustained his reputation 
as an orator. It has been our good fortune 
to hear most of the great men of the pres- 
ent day, on the platform, in the pulpit, and 
in the forum, and we can truly say that 
Gov. Bramlette is In no wise inferior to 
many men of greater pretensions in the ora- 
torical art It is seldom we hear as chaste 
and correct language from one who has 
trained himself on the Kentucky stump, 
and at the Kentucky bar. But the occasion 
was one of those momentous ones which 
make "all elaborate oratory contemptible," 
aud the liovrrnor fully understanding this 
spoke directly to the poiut. 

We shall iiot attempt even a synopsis of 
his speech, but confine our repoit to those 
portions which were the most forcible. 

EXTREMIS rS DENOlWTED. 

The Governor considered the ambition of 
extreme Northern and Southern men the 
cause of the war, whose ravages and horrors 
he painted with the skill of a great artist, 
and pointed out slavery as the means found 
ready at baud by which they hurled war 
upon us. 

SLAVERY DENOUNCED. 

And here if he somewhat confounded 
cause and means we consider it immaterial, 
since he made slavery appear odious. The 
negro ha i been the theme of politicians for 
thirty years— he had never heard a political 
speech in which the negro was not the key- 
note—never read a political paper in which 
he did not figure— never casta vote even for 
a constable that was not supposed in some 
way to affect his status.and he was, uow that 
the political negro had been the innocent 
instrument of the most terrible war of all 
time, in favor of removing him, and sweep- 
ing him from the face of the whole laud— so 
that hereafter ambition may dnd no weapon 
for parricidal blows. 

HE FAVORS THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENT. 

The Governor then proceeded to discuss 
the Kentucky phase of the slavery question, 
and boldly declared for the adoption of the 
amendment. His reasoning upon this 
point was imbued with the highest philoso- 
phy, and conviucitl many hitherto opposed 
to his views. 

KEllRIS OF THE INSTITUTION. 

The question of policy Jn regard to the 
debris of the institution left upon the soil, 
was ably handled and most happily illus- 
trated. Would the sensible man let the 
carcass of a dead horse remain before his 
door, tilliughis nostrils with stench, because 
he could not make the guerrillas who killed 
him bury him? Wouldn't the traveler with 
a-afo'tida in his pocket, finding himself 
pursued by a pack of wo ves, throw the 
-tuff away sooner than he devoured by 
them? Wouldn't a good ship's crew cut 
loose the ropes of a broken, fallen mast, 
and let it drop into the sea, rather than 
tajar such a useless encumbrance through 
the storm ? Such were the pertinent ques- 
tions put to the self-iuterest of Keutuckiaus, 
aud the answers were /isible un many a 
countenance, reluctant, to be sure, but still 
i here. 

(iOVERNoUS FORMER I'REJfKIl ES. 

The Goveruor honestly confessed that In- 
had grown up from boyhood, fulled with all 
the local prejudices of the day in favor of 
slavery and against Abolitionists, and that 
even now he felt it hard to repress their 
feeble lingering remains as he contemplated 
the relentless grasp of Federal power upou 
the throat of his old favorite. But we are 
more than happy to say that from some par- 
enthetical sen teuees.ut tared rather *ottu voce, 
we could see that his intellect and his moral 
power are fast g asping the highest and 
most noble aspect of the subject. For in- 
stance, in speaking of having lost some of 
his own s aves, he paused and said: "May 
be I haven't lost much after nil. If I had 
had no slaves 1 might have trained up my 
boys to greater habits of industry." 

SLAVERY DEAD, 

Here is a true gleam— an auroral Hash 
that bids us 1 ok soou for the full round 
sun. The light is coming gradually, Gov- 
ernor, and will soon flood your great mind 
with all its genial radiance. And we would 
have it so, for we do not want you unhors- 
ed like Saul at this juncture, by a too sud- 
den conversion. When slavery is dead, and 
the mourners have put off their black, aud 
have gone cheerfully into the uew, bright, 
fields of prosperity and virtue, which lie 
in the land of freedom, you will, with all 
who have heads to comprehend and hearts 
to feel the truth, regard what j-our oppo- 
nents call robbery now, as one of the grand 
compensating results of the war. The 
-weeping away 6t slavery, though by the 
dry broom of Mars, will leave the* path 
of true progress far h ss obstructed than be- 
fore. 

A RETTER PHILOSOPHY TO PREVAIL, 

Tbedea'h of the institution will enrich 
the soil a thousand fold. The cities of the 
South will increase in size and beauty; its 
rivers be whitened with richer and more 
sw ib-winged commerce, ami its schools aud 
churches dispense a better philosophy and 
a purer religion. 

SLAVE LAROR — ITS RLKiHTINO INFLUENl K. 

There was au argument, too, of the Gov- 
ernor's which properly characterizes sla- 
very. It was this: (Jut of a population of 
about 01H10, Marion county, for instance, has 
about oOO slaveholders, who owned about 
:;,UO0 slaves when the war broke out. These 
slaves badly tilleel large tracts of the best 
'aud, and the stalwart, young whits mau, 
whom it was for the Interest of the State, 
to keep within her bordera, went awai iuto 
some Western State lo add to tfa wealth by 
his superior skill and power. This was 
wrong, aud plainly showed why Kentucky 
is so far behind her sister States iu all the 
developed elements of greatness. Here is 
another true ray of lighu 

BAD POLITICAL ECONOMY. 

It reveals the miserable political econo- 
uiy of the slave relation. You have taken 
two grand steps, Governor, in the right di- 
r ction. Already you admit that slaveiy 
injures the physical aud moral character of 
the young and drives Oesirable white labor 
away. With these two eleuients of depre- 
ciation, do you not thiuk it would be hard 
to prove that the Government has commit- 
ted such a grand larceny as your puny op- 
ponents charge upon it? May it not indeed 
OOlite out at last that not even a petty larce- 
ny has been committed, but that the only 
stealing done has been that of a rich bless- 
ing stealing iu upon us "unawares" to 
make happy and beautify the land. 

"CONSERVATIVES" TRYINO FOR A NEW REV- 
OLUTION. 

Every true Union man there most heart- 
ily thanked the Governor for properly de- 
nouncing this uew party now attempting to 
ride iuto power upou the waves of b*d pas- 
sions.

Order for the Discharge of Certalu Pris- 
oners ol W ar. 

War Dep't, Adj't General's Office, | 
Washington, June *i, I860. j 
General Orders, Xo. 100. 

The prisoners of war at the several depots 
in the North will be discharged, under the 
following regulations and restrictions: 

I. All enlisted men of the rebel army, 
and petty officers and seamen of the rebel 
navy, will be discharged upon taking the 
oath of allegiance. 

II. Officers of the rebel army, not above 
the grade of captain, and of the rebel navy, 
not above the grade of lieutenant — except 
such as have graduated at the United 
States military or naval academies, and 
such as held a commission iu either the 
L'nited States Army or Navy at the begin- 
ning of the rebellion— may be discharged 
upon taking the oath of allegiance. 

III. Woeii the discharges hereby ordered 
are completed, regulations will be issued in 
respect to the discharge of officers having 
higher rank than captain in the army, or 
lieutenant in the navy. 

IN'. The several commanders of Prison 
Stations will discharge each day as many 
of the prisoners hereby authorized to be 
discharged as proper rolls can be prepared 
for, beginning with those who have been 
longest in prison, and from the most re- 
mote points of the country; and certified 
rolls will be forwarded daily to the Com- 
missary General of Prisoners of those so 
discharged. The oath of allegiance only 
will be administered, but notice will be 
given that all who desire will be permitted 
to take the oath of amnesty after their re- 
lease, in accordance with the regulations of 
the Department of State respecting the am- 
nesty. 

V. The tiuartermaster's Department will 
furnish transportation to all released priso- 
ners to the nearest accessible point to their 
homes, by rail or by steamboat.

Those who 
think pacitication and reconstruction easy 
merely because !.«*«• has surrendered and 
Jeff Davis has been indicted, only show 
how poorly they understand the cause of 
the insurre lion, and how hard it is to root 
them out 

The civil war is finished as a great war 
The insurgent Suites can be watched and 
held under military rule. But how are they 
to be wisely governed? Who shall govern 
then? To what extent can they be lei I to 
govern themselves? These are the ques- 
tions for the hour, and they are momentous 
questions. There will be no great difficulty 
in reinstating and reasserting the Federal 
authority in the section so recently in arms 
against it. But to what degree will it do to 
permit ins' section to be represented in the 
exercise of that authority? How far can it 
be relied upon for loyalty? 

It was recently stated that out of a lorce 
of twenty thousand rebels who surrendered, 
only two thousand could read or write. 
Fr<>m this it is fair to infer that a msjority 
of the whites in the seceded States were 
like the eighteen thousand, who had n t 
acquired the elementarv means of judging 
of public affairs, and so were open to the 
deceptions of deniagagues and ambitious 
politicians. Th" character of these intrigu- 
ing and influential guides of the blind 
masses is now plainly understood. This 
statement shows how small is the amount 
of the trustworthy material out of which 
to build up patriotic communities, where 
treason has been running riot for years. 

If the only object is to have a loose politi- 
cal compact, with constant disturbances of 
greater or less magnitude to vex the coun- 
try, or if the only wish is to set the machi- 
nery of traffic iu motion for the benefit of a 
few money-makers, why, then, a superfi- 
cial adjustment may answer. Hut some- 
thing beyond this is demanded as the price 
of the blood that has been shed. The in- 
surgent States must be brought into an 
honest and abiding concord with the 
other States. To do this they must be held 
under the direct or indirect guardianship of 
the stronger party to the fight, until their 
moral, social, and industrial character is 
made iutelligently democratic. This is the 
principle -whatever may be the method* 
employed — which cannot prudently be lost 
sight of in solving the difficult problem ol 
reconstruction. The experiment, as report- 
ed of the recent election in Virginia is a 
warning not to be recklessly disregarded.

Death of an Elephant.— The perform- 
ing elephant Hannibal, the property of Van 
Amburg, the lion tamer, is no more. This 
celebrated animal has, for over titty years, 
been in the show business, and much to Ins 
credit we have never heard of a single in- 
stance where he left his trunk for his board. 
Hannibal iu his younger days was very 
werH behaved, but as he grew old he be- 
came almost unmanagable; in fact for the 
past ten years he was kept constantly 
chained. He killed several of his keepers, 
and near Baton Rouge, La., a few years 
ago, after killing his keeper and horse, and 
a camel, he cleaned out the entire menage- 
rie, upsetting cages, destroying wagoiiB, 
canvass, <fcc. He continued his work of de- 
struction until a six-pounder cannon was 
brought to bear upon him, aud an attempt 
was made to kill him. He was conquered, 
but never subdued. Hannibal often in- 
dulged iu his innocent amusement of clean- 
ing out the various companies he traveled 
with, and he was not considered by the 
profession exactly safe to tie to. Hannibal 
has destroyed mountains of ginger bread 
given him by our amusement-loving and 
generous country friends, and his loss will 
be deeply Ml by the enterprising proprietor 
of the candy stand. Hanuibal, at the time 
of his death, which occurred at McConnells- 
ville, Ohio, a few days since, was traveling 
with Messrs. Thayer <fc Noyes' circus and 
menagerie, but was owned by Van Am- 
burg. Hannibal was supposed to be about 
eighty years old, was about thirteen feet 
high, weighed fifteen thousand pounds, and 
traveled nearly two hundred thousand 
miles. He had good traits as well as bad 
ones, and unlike many of his companions 
in the show business, he did not drink 
whisky, nor was he addicted to using to-

He arrived safely in Hnlifax and took Das- 
sage for Europe.

Cause of the Fxplosloti at Mobile. 

New Orleans advices of tbe 0th state that 
an important clue to the cause of the late 
disastrous explosion at Mobile is thought 
to have been obtained. 

A uian named Wall has been arrested at 
Mobile charge. 1 with being implicated. He 
says he and two other men on the night 
previous to the explosion placed torpedoes 
between the buildings containing powder; 
that the work was performed uuder direc- 
tion of a rebel Major, who, with drawn 
sword, threatened them with instant death 
if they disobeyed or offered to resist, and 
that the Major afterwards lighted the fuze 
of a shell connected with the infernal ar- 
rangements. Torpedoes have also been 
discovered in the rooms of the custom 
house so arranged as to explode ou opening 
the doors. 

Geueral Warren has resigned his com- 
mission as Major General of volunteers, 
and has been succeeded in command at 
Vicksburg by Geu. Osterhous. 



Destruction of Blockade Runners. 

Wasiiinoton, May 11.— The Navy De- 
partment has received news of the capture 
and destruction of the famous blockade 
runner Denbigh, May 211, oil" Galveston, by 
the U. S- steamer Fort Jackson. Also of a 
schooner off Galveston by the steamer Cor- 
nubia.

His plan 
of the rebellion was founded on the idea 
that the deprivation of cotton would be in- 
tolerable, and, driven by hard necessity, 
we should be compelled to support the 
South. 

The London Post says: The absence of 
t at material element ot all human under- 
takings success, will alone prevent Davis 
taking bis place in after times by the side 
of Washington. 

The Daily News says if he were answera- 
ble lor uotuing worse than the great sacri- 
fice of life caused by the rejection of Mr. 
Lincoln's proposals at Hampton Road-, 
the weight of such a load might well break 
down the stoutest heart. His language 
and acts during the nine months preceding 
his flight from Richmond sufficiently dis- 
closed the ruin of his hopes. It was about 
the time of his reckless Macon sj>eech he 
began to authorize those atrocities aud out- 
rages which have made it less dillicult to 
believe in his complicity with the plot of 
the assassination.

Washington, June 10. — To-day about 
150 or 200 soldiers made a series of assaults 
on many unoffeuding persons. In the 
Seventh Ward, they attacked the inmates 
of disreputable houses, driving them away, 
breaking the furniture, and committing 
various outrages. The soldiers showed 
ptrticular animosity against colored per- 
sons. 

A fight occurred between the colored peo- 
ple and soldiers, both using revolvers. 
Among the casualties is Dr. Win. Boyd, 
who went out with a revolver iu his hand, 
to restore quiet, was struck in the face with 
a brick, thrown by a soldier. His cheeks 
were split open, his iawbone fractured, and 
the sight of one eye destroyed. The other 
soldiers then made a rush for him, aud one 
of them was in the act of cleaving nis head 
open with an ax, when a number of wo- 
men succeeded iu persuading the soldiers to 
spare his life.

Instructions have been issued to release 
the rebel prisoners who are sick, aud then 
the others, in the order in which they have 
undergone imprisonment. Those longest 
confined are the earliest released. The work 
of releasing all who come nnder the am- 
nesty clause of the proclamation is so rap- 
idly progressing that all will probably have 
been set at liberty iu the course of two or 
three weeks. 

W. EL Lemon, Marshal of the District of 
Columbia, has tendered his resiguation to 
the President, to take effect on Monday 
night. 

Major-General Terry arrived in this city 
to-day.

General Grant arrived in this city to-day, 
after being absent nearly four years. He 
was received with the wildest demonstra- 
tions of joy. From the depot to the Sani- 
tary Fair building, a distance of a mile, 
there was a dense throng of people, who 
waved handkerchiefs, clupp d their hands, 
aud cheered the military idol of the United 
States. The General modestly waved his 
hat in return. Iu the building, being call- 
ed on to make a speech, he merely returned 
thanks for the previous reception he had 
met with, and, as he was not in the habit 
of speech-making, he would delegate Gov. 
Yates to say what he could only feel. 

Covernor Yates alluded to the glorious 
history ot the armies of the Union under 
the indomitable hero of Vicksburg, and his 
brilliant career, remarkable as well for its 
modesty as its unparalelled greatness and 
results. 

Four years ago, an humble tanner, scarce- 
ly known, went from our midst to fight the 
battles of liberty and his country, and now 
he returned the savior of that country and 
the greatest General of the age. 

Gen. Sherman was then called upon to 
address the vast audience, but could not 
comply with their wishes, as he said, un- 
less ordered to do so by his superior officer.

The rivek was about stationary yester- 
day with four feet uine iuches water in the 
canal iu the evening by the mark. The re- 
cent rains were heavy, though of short du- 
ration, and have materially checked the 
river from falling. The weather has been 
cloudy for over forty eight hours. There 
was a very heavy fall of raiu on Friday 
ni^ht last. 

At Cincinnati the river was still receding 
slowly, with only about five feet water re- 
ported on Warsaw bar. The St. Charles, 
heavily laden lor this port got aground at 
Warsaw, but soon got off, and was the 
Cincinnati packet yesterday, having lost 
one daj' by the delay and low water. 

Our dispatches from Pittsburg of Satur- 
day note a rise iu tbat quarter, with heavy 
rains. That will make a good, or ratheV 
much linpioved stage of water all along 
the upper Ohio, aud release the boats tbat 
had grounded at Glasshouse, Blannahas- 
setts, and Buffingtou bars. A boat was 
also reported aground at Four-mile on Sat- 
urday. 

The arrivals and departures from and to 
Parkersburg continue quite numerous, ami 
the arrivals of soldiers have been fully 
20,000. 

On the falls last evening there were about 
&l inches water iu the pass, and several 
boats have descended the fulls bound for 
Nashville, and Johnsonville, and two new 
propellers, or tug boats just built, and fur- 
nished here for Galveston, or Matam.iras 
Texas, departed, descending the Indian 
chute. These new propellers are a novelty, 
and are very neat, aim unique, built simi- 
lar to a ship, though small, und raking, 
having sharp models, and only •>."> fee. 
length of keel. Their width, or beam is 10 
feet, with no guards but regular sea-going 
clippers. They draw but about 3 feet water, 
are very staunch, and have powerful 
machinery, being designed as tug boats, 
aud lighters over the bars at the mouth Oi 
the Rio Grande, and having sufficient pow- 
er to tow a thousand ton ship up the river. 

They are screw propellers, named the 
Rover and Spray, and were fitted out for 
Capt. Long, of New Orleans, for the Mata- 
moras trade. The machinery was con- 
structed and put up by Ainslio, Cochran & 
Co., at their famous foundry, who always 
turn out the most desirable and (Mfwef 
work. The machiuery consists of two cy- 
linders for each boat, each U-n inches iu di- 
ameter, aud nine inches stroke. The engi- 
nes, together with the pumps and heaters, 
■ ■ re nil placed and fastened on a cast iron 
frame, making them compact and immov- 
able, all occupying the Least possible space. 
Each cylinder works its own shaft and pro- 
peller either to back or go ahead indepen- 
dent of the other. The screws or wheels 
are of course submerged, and are of the 
most approved pattern, each four feet in di- 
ameter. Each boat carries one locomotive 
boilf r, 42 inches in diameter, aud 10 feet in 
length, with 37 Hues, each 3 inches in diam- 
eter, and made of the best and toughest 
iron, and the machinery all adapted to salt 
as well as freshwater. A material differ- 
ence has to be observed in adapting ma- 
chinery of vessels for saltwater navigation, 
and these propellers can be ruu either in 
salt or fresh water. 

These boats are also furnished with doctor 
engines and pumps, also h ind pumps for 
the use of the boiler, and bilge pumping, 
making them a complete outfit, ami per- 
fectly seaworthy. We learn that Messrs. 
Ainslie, Cochran A Co., are making aud 
fitting up the machinery tor anothor tug 
boat propeller similar to these to be used in 
the harbor of New Orleaus. 

< iuite a fleet of boats were oidered up the 
Tennessee river to Johnsonville Saturday, 
including the New Orleans packets Indiana 
and Peytona. They go to New Orleans 
from Johnsouville, accompanied by a fleet 
of twenty or more smaller boats, including 
the Cumberland fiver fleet, and several 
boats from St. Louis. 

The Clara Dunning came in from the 
Cumberland Friday night, and has joined 
the Ueet ordered to the Tennessee, together 
with the Palestine. 

Launch of the Wabhen Belle.— The 
new steamer building for Capt. Vanmeter 
for the Louisville and Green river trade, 
was successfully laucbed Saturday from 
the new ship-yard of Stewart dr Barmour, 
at Jefferson vi He, and was towed to the lower 
wharf yesterday to receive her machinery. 
She is named for Warren county, Ky., and 
will, when completed, be the Belle of the 
Green river regions. 

Capt. Vanmeter is a thoroughly experi- 
enced boatman, and has always plied the 
Louisville and Green River trade, with 
which he is fully identified. The Warren 
Belle is of the same dimensions as the 
Bracelet. The last boat Capt. Vanmeter 
had in the trade, being a side-wheeler,built 
just large enough for the locks on Green 
River. The machinery is already under 
way at the foundry of Ainslie, Cochran A: 
Co., and it will be 'but a lew weeks before 
the boat v. . 11 be ready to make her first 
trip. 

The navigation of the canal has Wen 
vastly improved by the removal of the 
mud, the accumulation of over Bix mouths 
high water, and yesterday boats drawiug 3 
and 4 feet water, including the Naugatuck 
from Saint Louis, we believe, were work- 
ing their wav up. 

The St. Nicholas is the regular Peoples' 
Line packet to-day for Cincinnati and the 
East. She starts punctually at noon, ma- 
king sure connections with the early rail- 
road trains going North. 

The regular mail line packets to-day lor 
Cincinnati and the East are the Gen. Lytle, 
in the morniug, and the Gen. Buell in the 
evening. The former starts at noon, antl 
the latter at 4 o'clock P. M ., making close 
connections with the railroad trains going 
East. 

Our port list continues heavy, the boats 
being engaged iu the transportation service 
under Government orders, making a great 
deal of activity and bustle at the wharf. 

The St. Patrick for Memphis on Saturday 
and th«* Morning Star Dor Henderson were 
crowded with passengers. 

We learn that the Steve Decatur from the 
Ouachita with her cargo of cotton, which 
was not as large as reported, has arrived. 

The Anglo-Saxon left St. Louis on Thurs- 
day evening for the upper Ohio. 

The St. Louis ~ 
following : 

The Missouri has swollen tremendously 
since Saturday last at St. Joseph and below. 
The annual June rise from the sources is 
rushing rapidly onwards and will be here 
in a day or two. We shall bear no more 
for some time, coinplaiuts of low water and 
sarTil bars in the Missouri, either from any 
of the mountain fleet or those running in 
the trade of the lower part of the river. 

Here, the Mississippi fell slightly yester- 
day, but as shown above, soon to 
Ty. There is at present eight feet of 
to Cairo. 

The Storm's canal boats were all loaded 
with lumber, about one aud a half million 
feet, from Chicago and around the lakes.
